At  1930Z  hours,  20  February  19ot,  a re>ort  of  a UFO  sighting  was  received  tr,'m 

Civili-in  Police  Guard,  Defense  Depot,  Ogden,  Utah,  v/liose  address  is 
Ogi’en,  Utah.  Rarrop  is  assigned  to  a traffic  control  point.  Post  #3  of  the  Defense  Depet, 
and  at  1420Z  haurs,  20  Feb  1964,  sighted  an  object  fall  at  an  extreme  rate  of  speed  behind 
the  north  ridgs  of  Ogden  Canyon.  He  observ^ed  the  object  for  approximately  three  seconds 
before  it  disippeared  behind  the  mountain  to  the  east  - southeast  of  Post  #3,  Defense 
Depot,  Ogden,  Yf-h,  Visibility  zt  Hill  Air  Force  Base,  Utah,  at  the  time  v?as  clear  for 
thirty  miles,  ceiling  unlimited,  wind  at  seven  to  ten  knots.
